Mrs. Mary T. Ancker, hospital 
adm inistrator, today released the 
results of these surveys, one of 
which, issued last week by the 
Hospital association of Pennsyl­ 
vania, declares 
that 
“ Pennsyl­

pitals this year (1959) 
will go 
more than $20 million dollars in 
the red in their treatm ent

needy patients.” 
$20,000,000 Deficit 
Reporting on the 187 hospitals

May Refuse Children 
He said under state law the 
school board m ay refuse to accept 
beginners who have not reached 
the m ental age of five years.' 
Dr. E berhart said the county 
supervisor of special education or 
a certified public school psycholog­ 
ist a re 
qualified 
to 
determ ine 
w hether pupils have reached the 
m ental age or not, according to 
the state law. 
The m ain reason for "exclud­ 
ing” these children who are physi­ 
cally but not m entally old enough 
w as given by D r. Morton Botel, 
acting superintendent of county 
schools. 
Dr. Botel said these children 
" a re just not ready for school. 
"T he teacher would 
have 
to 
spend too m uch tim e with the 
child and deprive the other chil­ 
dren of her attention,” Dr. Bote 
said. 
The child would soon "becom e 
terribly frustrated ”

About 25 children w ere asked 
to repeat kindergarten last year, 
he said, out of a class of 1,150 
pupils.
